. The coinage of silver “at the present 
rate,” so absurily deplored in the above ex- 
tract, amounts to $24,000,000 a year, or about 
one-half dollar to every inhabitant in this 
country. . It is manifestly ridiculous to main- 
tain that a change of one-half dollar per capita 
per year in the der fand of a countty 
growing at the rate of American growth 
will operate toward making 4 change in the 
balance of foreign trade. But if this legal- 
tender silver and legal-tender paper shall 
be simultaneously destroyed, as the New 
York Times advocates, then the legal-tender 
resources of the country will be reduced hy 
about three-fifths, and when the balange 
shall run against this country there will be 
a fund of not more than $250,000,000 of gol 
with which not merely foreign payments 
must be met, but which alone will be avail- 
able for all domestic payments. Has the 
Times writer ever thought to estimate the 
extent of the demand for legal-tender far 
home uses? It may be safely said that the 
maturing debts in this country every year 
are between $3,000,000,000 and 84,000,000, 000, 
or five and six times the amount of the pres- 
ent available legal-tender money. So long as 
the legaltender fund is considered to be 
ample for all debt-paying, the creditors ap- 
cept current funds readily convertible into 
legal-tender, grant extensions when neces- 
sary, and avoid a useless effort to grt 
a corner on the legal-tender and squeeze the 
debtors. But, whenever the legal-tender 
shall de reduced to a notoriously insul- 
ficient volume, it will be in the.power of the 
creditors to lock it up and extort unreason- 
able concessions from the debtors. The 
creditors will exact legal-tender under ail 
circumstances; the debtors will hoard legal- 
tender whenever they can get their hands on 
it; the banks will pile up the legaltender fn 
their vaults for the protection of their notes; 
the foreign manufacturers and merchants 
will make drafts upon this same legal-tender, 
being gold alone; the rush for gold from all 
sides will speedily exhaust the supply, and 
general suspension of gold-payments will be 
the inevitable result. Previous experience 
demonstrates the absolute correctness of this 
view. 

4. The only menace of “a fluctuating eu 
rency” in this country comes from the very 
program outlined by the New York Times iin 
obedience to the Wall-street demands. There 
will be no fluctuations with an ample legal 
tender fund of greenbacks, coin, and paper 
redeemable in coin; but, whenever this su- 
tem shall have been broken down, a return 
to an irredeemable and fluctuating currency 


will be always imminent, The gold will- 


vanish at the smallest scare, because it 
will be universally known that the stock 
of gold is insufficient to meet the demands 
for legal-tender money. Them the banks 
will suspend specie-payments, whether they 
be National or State banks of issue, and 
there will necessarily be a resort to shin- 
plasters of various kinds, with all the 
fluctuations incident to such a miserable 
system and all the disarders that follow in 
its wake. The quickest and surest way to a 
fictitious inflation of the eurrency, with all 
its incidental evils, is to reduce the volume 
of redeemable and debt-paying money below 
the actual necessities of the country. : 

The Nimes proposes as a remedy fora mene 
apprehension what will be the seeds of an 
actual disaster. England has a legal-tender 
bank eurrency, and France, Germany, and 
the other great commercial nations of 
the world have the power to give. bank cut-. 
réncy the quality of legal-tender at any tims, 
- power which the United States Govern- 
ment does not possess. To throw this coun- 
try upon the insufficient resource of gold 
alone, without the power of checking tlie 
money-panie sure to set in as a result, will be 
to rush headlong into suspension, and to gi¥e 
the demagogs and money-quacks every op- 
portynity they could ask for fictitious infib- 
tion. It would be acriminal disregard of tlie 
lessons taught by the money-panics of 1837 
and 1857; and Tue Tam does not hesi- 
tate to say that, as between the destruction of 
the legal-tender Government notes, proposed 
by the goldites, and the destruction of the 
non-legal-tender bank-notes, desired by the 
Fiatists, the latter would be far the lesser of 
the two evils.

THE TRUE MEANING OF THE wen 
“ CHICAGO,” | 

We print elsewhere a document of unusukl 
interest, not only from a local historical point 
of view, but also because it settles, it is to be 
hoped forever, the real significance of the Ln- 
dian word, Chieagou.” The document isa 
deed, which is printed verbatim, signed and 


registered at Kaskaskia, III., in September, 


1778, .while this country belonged to Great

The parties of the first part are ten Illinois 
Indian Chiefs and Sachems of the Kaskaskia, 
Pewariah (Peoria), and Cahoduia tribes, aqt- 
ing for all the Illinois Indians; four of 
singularly enough, bear angelic and saint 
names,—viz.: Gabriel, Michael, Peter, 
John Baptiste; though the considerations 
named in the deed, such as guns, powder, 
whisky, and tobacco, are not as a rule ap- 
plied to saintly uses. The parties of the 
ond part are twenty-two white men of * 
don, England, and of Philadelphia and Pitty- 
burg, Pa., the name most prominently men- 
tioned being that of William Murray, mer- 
chant, of Tlinois. The premises eonveydd 
are two tracts of land.

It disposesof the “skunk.” «That 
qr ery handsome but very highly-seented long- 
ed animal can no longer pose In his fa- 
vorit attitude as the emblem of Chicago, nor 
need it any longer keep any away wha are 
anxious to enjoy the advantages and hospi- 
tality of the great American summer resort. 
Chicago will no longer suffer this strong- 
scented stigma. The skunk does not wander 
in our streegs, nor does his mephitic miasma 
rise from ou avenues, There is In reality no 
record that he ever had a home here, or that 
he ever perfumed the strolling Indians, fur- 
‘traders, and soldiers of early days, or 
the beaux and belles of our Iat- 
ter days. He has never, within our 
boundaries, beguiled the unwary traveler 
into a display of affection for him only to 
render him an object of aversion to all who 
meet him. “I of the skunk it is the 
ancient aad garlic that. is symbolical 
of Chicago, and it isa bulb that calls for spe- 
cial veneration. It shows that Chicago one 
hundred and seven fears ago, as now, was 
the centre of a universal article of food.

acveristics it resembles Chicage. Like our 
city, its principal feature is strength; and, like 
our city also, it ia recuperative.

SHALL ENGLAND SHIP HER PAUPERS 
TO THIS COUNTRY ft 


We 1 published several cablegram 


statements made by some of the Irish land- 
| lords. They protest against small land pro- 


prietorships as fatal to the people, and think 
the landocracy system is the perfection of 
wisdom. One of them, Lord Devon, writes 
that, if the present system is left to 
stand as it is, “Ireland will continue to 
advance and improve.“ His prediction is 
made in the face of an almost general fam- 
ine and as general an inability of the tenants 
to pay their onerous rents. Another land- 
lord writes that the suffering of the tenants 
can be relieved by the poor fund; that the 
only suffering is for want of food; that the 
principal food of the people is potatoes; and 
that this year only one-fourth of a crop of this 
food was produced; The fact is, that it re- 
- quires everything that the land can produce 


to pay the rent and the taxes, and the potatoes 


are raised for food for the family. When the 
general ctop falls the rent can’t be paid; 
when the potatoes fail the people must suf- 
fer; when both fail, then the tenants are 
evicted on the roadside to perish like starving 
dogs. 

Au these landlords urge that the Irish emi- 


grate. That is the only remedy they will sug- 
If they are unable to pay rent, the land- 


gest. 
lords regard.them as cumbering the ground, 


and, while they will not abate one penny in 


the rate of rent, they will contribute to an 
emigration fund to send the peaple whom

Mr. Parnell is now in the country, and will 
soon speak for himself and those he repre- 
sents. There isno communism in the present 
Irish agitation. The land in Ireland is the 
confiscated property of the. Crown; its pres- 
ent proprietors hold it subject te the disposal 
of the Crown. It is proposed to put an end to 
the centuries of Irish poverty and discontent 
by the Government placing a valuation on 
this land and selling it in small lots at this 
valuation to the actual cultivators and occu- 
pants, the proceeds of the sale being paid 
over to the present nominal owners, who are 
mainly non-residents of Ireland. The effect 
of a somewhat similar measure in France, 
where a nation of paupers and serfs was con- 
verted into a nation of peasant proprietors, 
and certainly the most industrious and pres- 
perous people in Europe, is worth something. 
Like results from the like remedy. have 
followed in Belgium, and in such parts 


| of Germany where the large estates were 


broken up and the lands put into the hands 
of peasant farmers, This remedy for Irish 
evils is now proposed, and it 4s a libel 
upon the intelligence of the American people 
to assume that they, themselves all at liberty 
to own land, have no sympathy for a people 
seeking deliverance from feudal serfdom and 


‘perpetual tenantry and poverty. 


We think it likely that this sympathy will 
find active expression in a short time. The 
American people have a direct and personal 
interest in this matter. There are laws of the 
United States prohibiting the exportation 
hither of paupers. Américan Consuls have 
to report all such instances, which was once 
a common occurrence, and upon the arrival 
of such eonsignments the unhappy victims 
are sent back to the place of shipment. Now, 
Engiand has a political and a land system 
which for centuries has pauperized Ireland, 


It has @riven that people to this country, 


utterly penniless, in enormous numbers. It 


has sent them hither empty-handed. It has 


compelled the Irish: men and women in this 
country to send of their hard-earned savings 
money ehough to purchase relatives from 
the almshouse, the roadside, and the famine- 
stricken hovels, and bring them to this 
country. It has compelled these hard-labor- 
ing people in this country to send of their 
savings millions to pay ‘the terrible rent of 
lands in Ireland to keep friends and rela- 
tives from being thrust on the roadside to 
die for want of food. England by her 
cursed land- aystem bas made Ireland a land 
of misery, from which England forces, upon 
penalty of death, large. bodies of starved 
peasant annually to America. Have the 
American people no interest in having this 
double outrage upon humanity and upon in- 
ternational rights stopped ? 


Tre United States have always been open 
to every man, of whatever race or clime, to 
come hither to live in peace, and to enjoy 
every civil and political right that is known 
te the law. That wise and beneficent lib- 
erality will, we Nope, never be limited or 
restricted. But migration te the United 
States should be free, and not enforced; the 
people who are welcomed here are free peo- 


ple, who come voluntarily and from choice. 


The almshouse is not the training-school 
for American citizens. When England by 
her land policy reduces. her Irish subjects to 
starvation; when her landlords will not per- 


mit their impoverished and starving tenants to 


occupy the land to raise food for their own 
subsistence ; when these Irish - landlords offer 
the alternative of death on the roadside or de- 
portation to America; when the almshouses 
are so densely packed that the cost of main- 
taining them has become a serious 
charge, and these landlords offer the in- 
mates death from want of food or 
free passage to America, the people of 
the United States have an interest in arrest 
ing this brutal system which will fill the 
cities and towns of this country with the 
homeless, destitute, suffering, starving peo- 
ple,—strangers in a strange land without 
trade or occupation. Shall England be per- 
mitted to pauperize a whole people, and force 
them, under penalty of starvation, to move 
with their rags to America, to be dumped 
penniless on the dock of the first port they 
enter? Have the American people no sym- 
pathy for these victims of English brutality, 
and have they no interest in demanding that 
England shall not make this country the hos- 
pital for the destitute and famine-stricken 
people whose condition she has megcilesly 


caused? 


This subject is one which must force itself 


upon the attention of the American people.

Registrar, the footings of which were pub- 
lished in our issue of last Wednesday, shows 
that we had in store in this city last Satur- 
day 13,000,500 bushels of all kinds of grain.

‘The Gettysburg Oration a Masterpiece 
| of Eloquence. 
St. Louts Republican, 

Col. Lamon’s assertion that Lincoln's speech 
at Gettysburg (Nov. 19, 1863) attracted no atten- 
tion until some time after his death has pro- 
voked such a vagiety of criticism that the speech 
itself will not be uninteresting reading:

The brave men, living and dead, who 
struggied here have consecrated it far above

It ts tor us, the livitg, rather to be dedicated 
here to the unfinished work that they have thus 
far so nobly @arried on. It is rather for us to be 
here dedicated to the gréat task remaining be- 
fore us—that from these honored dead we take 
increased devotion to the cause for which they 
gave the last full measure of devotion—that we 
here highly resove that the dead shall not have 
died invain, that the Nation shall, under God,

FOREST-CULTURE. 


What Has Been Accomplished by a 


Namber of ElMnois Gentlemen in 
Lyon County, Northwestern Iowa. 

To the Bditor of The Chicago Tribune, 
BLOOMINGTON, II., Dec. 31.—During a late in- 


terview you did me the courtesy to ask me to 


give you for publication some account of what 
had been accomplished by myself and associates 
in the way of forest-culture in Northwestern 
Iowa. Knowing the interest you take in this sub- 
ject, and that that interest is shared by many of 
your more thoughtful readers, who are painfully 
impressed with the devastation so generally go- 
ing on in our once grand old forests, I gladly 
comply, though under circuinstances imposing 
greater brevity than desirable in the discussion 
of so important a topic. 

In the summer of 1869 a number of the leading 
citizens of this and an adjoining county,—in- 
cluding the then President of the State Normal 
University, Dr. Edwards, the Hon. Robert E. 
Williams, and eight others,—hearing of the won- 
derful beauty and fertility of Northwestern 
Iowa, were, after a month's exploration of that 
neighborhood, so favorably impressed that they 
bought of the Government, in a tolerably com- 
pact body, a little more than is ordinarily com- 
prised in what is called a Congressional town- 
ship of land, at $1.25 per acre. These entries 
were made in what is now known as Lyon 
County, Iowa, in close proximity to the north- 
western cornér of the State, and about- fifteen 
miles southeast of Sigux Falls, now so rapidly 
growing in importance. Deeming it unwise— 
not to say wrong—to appropriate large bodies ot 
land without improving the same, as well as sell- 
ing off a part to actual settiers, this policy was at 
once agreed upon. In purstiance thereof, in the 
summer of 1870 we broke up the central forty of 
five adjoining sections, and the year following 
that of four other sections, designated on the 
accompanying map as Secs. 19, 20, 24, 25, 20, 30, 31, 
32, and 36 of Township 100 N., Ranges 47 arid 48 
west. 

The central forty of Sec. I was set apart 
for a village-site, on which bas been 
about 600 street or shade trees, and . where 
are now living seven families, besides several 
young unmarried men, all of whom own and 
are improving farms in the immediate neighbor- 
hood, and others more remote, The name gigen 
the village is Larchwood, which has a — 1 is- 
trict school-house, a post-office, and a tri- weekly 
line of stages, running from Beloit, on the 
Sioux City & Perffibina Kailroad, t Rock Rapids. 
the county-seat of Lyon.
